Newmarket council thrashed 
out, in a special meeting Thurs- 
day night, the repercussions of a 
letter sent by Chief Constable 
James Sloss to the "Attorney- 
General's department, in which 
Constable Sloss asked for advice 
on the question of the policing 
of the town. As a result of the 
letter, which was sent December 
18. Attorney-General G. D. Con- 
ant announced by letter to Mayor 
Dr. S. J. Boyd, Christmas morn- 
ing, and through the daily news- 
papers the next day, that an in- 
vestigation of the police force 
and police needs in Newmarfket 
would be conducted by Com- 
missioner Stringer of the Pro- 
vincial Police Department, who 
had detailed Inspector H Lough- 
eed of the Criminal Investigation 
Branch to proceed with the mat- 
ter. 

In his letter, Chief Sloss asked 
the department to make a survey 
of the police needs of the town 
and to offer advice on them. He 
said that two men, the present 
strength of the force, could not 
give the highest efficiency since 
the town's population had in- 
creased to six thousand people 
with the soldiers. However, with

His 
law partner wxs Stewart Webb, 
Swansea school trustee. In 1928 
he was elected deputy reeve of 
Aurora and in 1929 was given the 
Conservative nomination in North 
York. He defeated the sitting 
member, P. W. W. Pearson, by 
198 votes after a whirlwind 
campaign. He was 31 at the time 
and one of the youngest members 
in the legislature. , ■ 

He instigated the royal com- 
mision investigation of the Hol- 
land Marsh, concerning its prop- 
erty holders and assessments, and 
was one of the members who 
urged formation' of the Ontario 
milk board. He was an active de- 
bater on agriculture and contin- 
ually clashed with W. E. Raney.

To date 
I have taken orders from the po- 
lice chairman. I want to know 

where I stand. 

"I was merely seeking advice 
for my own protection," contin- 
ued Chief Sloss. "A while ago we 
got bad publicity from the boot- 
leggers. In not 'later than two 
weeks all the bootleggers will be 
cleared out. I can walk into any 
bootleggers in town with a clear 
conscience. Every one of them 
has been placed on the indictment 
list. That was the purpose of this 
letter, to protect myself. The 
police are left high and dry many 
times in cases like these, branded 
by unfair publicity. 

"I said it was on the approval 
of the police committee, which 
perhaps was not true. For the 

time I have been employed, I 

have been taking orders from the 
chairman, Mr. Dixon." Chief Sloss 
said that crime has increased 
slightly since the camp was es- 
tablished in Newmarket, but that 
the increase had not been caused 
by the camp soldiers. 

"So far, the conduct of the 
trainees has been 100 per cent. 
In the three and a half years be-

I thought that if 
Inspector Lougheed came, inves- 
tigated conditions and made a 
report, it would help. It was not 
a question of going over the 
heads of council. 

"From time to time the ques- 
tion of overwork of the police has 
come up. It is not a question of 
overwork, but of efficient work. 
I worked through twenty-four 

hours last week on a case with- 
out sleeping." The Chief said it 
was minor complaints such as 
dog-fights that took time and 
made the need of another man 
to answer calls in the station 
more Imperative. I 

."We pay a man to give legal 
advice, why was he not; consult- 
ed?" ask»d Councillor Frank 
Bowser. "It looks to me that we 
sent a letter to the wrong de- 
partment." 

"Apparently Mr. Sloss didn't 
intend it in thi* wav." paid (he 
town solicitor and clerk, N. L. 
Mathews. "But the Attorney- 
General does intend it this way. 
It is to be an invesligation. a 
probe." Mr. Mathews said he 
didn't know to whom the expense 
of such a probe would he charged 
"Your request was for a probe 
even though you didn't intend 
jit," said Deputy-Reeve Vale., 

"It is unfortunate that he went 



didn't include me in the consul- 
tation because my stand, when 
the police question was discussed 
last summer, was that Newmar- 
ket did not need any more po- 
liceman. The reeVe advised os 
Ions ago that we were making a 
mistake in forming a police com- 
mittee. I can see now that it 
doesn't woft out." 

"I wasn't approached on that 
subject either," said Alderman D. 
O. Mumjovan, the third member 
of the police committee, "so 
therefore, the .Mayor is wrong in 
his reason why Mr. Dixon didn't 
consult him, because I definitely 
approved of an additional police- 
man. I certainly would never 
have advised Constable Sloss to 
go to the Attorney-General's de- 
partment. It seems that any com- 
munications with that depart- 
ment become public property in 
the papers. It would be too bad 
if anyone took a personal mat- 
ter to them. It was a bad action 
on Constable SIoss's part." 

Alderman Dixon related the 
circumstances of the letter. "I 
went to the police station one 

night to visit Sloss to see if ev- 
erything was all right He show- 
ed me this letter. It was intended 
not to stir up an investigation,! 
but just to ask for advice and ! 
consultation on trouble that had 
developed lately. I was agree- 
able that the letter be sent. I 
didn't ask for a meeting because 
we seldom had all the police 
committee members at a meet- 
ing. I did not 

come up because he had either 
been too busy to come to the me- 
etings or would come in for 
about 10 minutes and go out. 
There were one or two particular 
conditions that developed in 
Newmarket recently on which we 
needed the advice of the depart- 
ment/' concluded Mr. Dixon. 

"I am very much opposed to 
this investigation," Deputy-Reeve 
Vale said. "My impression, on 
reading the newspaper accounts, 
was that Mr. Sloss felt that this 
council was not capable of deal- 
ing with these police matters. It 
is inconsistency for a chief of po- 
lice asking for an investigation 
of his own force. Usually outside 
people ask for such an investiga- 
tion. I don't like interfering in 
other committees because we 
have confidence in the committ- 
ees, but I think Mr. Dixon will 
admit that on a major question 
of policy the council should be 
consulted. 

"It has created an impression 
that Newmarket council couldn't j 
look after its own police affairs] 
and it made me a little hot under 
the collar," continued the dep- 
uty-reeve. "I stronely disapprove! 
of the chief of police going over] 
the head of the council in writ- 1 
ing this letter to the Attorney- [ 
General without its approval and 
in this trying to force this council I 
to add to its police force. I can- 
not too strongly condemn his ac- 
tion. The Globe and Mail said this 
situation is unique. In my recol- 
lection there have been only 
three investigations of police in 
Ontario, at the request of the 
police themselves.

We have all the 
modern conveniences of the av- 
erage home, so you see we are in 
the modern army. Several bombs 
have dropped around the house 
and two of them were only about 
15 yards from our main entrance, 
but the only damage done was a 
few broken windows. On Satur- 
day last there were quite a few 
dog-fights near our place and as 
always, the R.A.F. came out on 
top, downing three "Jerrys" and 
only had one of their ships dis- 
abled.
